Cottage on International Airport Road. 


The meeting was opened at 7:05 PM by President Lara H Baker, AL2R. 


The following Board members were present: — President Lara Baker, AL2R; Vice President 
Ron Keech, KL7YK; Treasurer, Alice Baker, KL2GD; Secretary Lillian Marvin, KL7YF; and the fol- 
lowing board members; T] Sheffield, KL7TS; David Heimke, KL7LO; George Wilkinson, KL1J];

There were no changes to the Board Agenda. 


Secretary’s Report: The minutes from several back meetings were presented. Ron Keech, 
KL7YK moved and TJ Sheffield, KL7TS seconded to accept the minutes as submitted. The motion 
passed. 


Treasurer’s Report: The auto insurance has been renewed and the liability insurances are 
good for another year. The ECCP funds have been spent out and the insurance is paid. The fi- 
nance committee will review the insurance policies and premiums together with pertinent infor- 
mation from the club CPA, with the purpose of obtaining better rates. 


Finance Committee: Keith Clark, KL7MM, reported that gaming income is down considerably. 
He will request the finance committee to review the club’s expenses baseline due to the lower 
gaming intake. 


Grant Committee: There was no grant request from the Homer radio club. There may be a 
class held the last Saturday in May on “things to pay attention to when writing grant requests.” 
Brenda Duty, will teach the class. The class may be held at Hope cottage with the club possibly 
supplying the lunch. 


Gaming: Lara Baker reported that we had received another loan repayment from Boniface Bin- 
go. This payment completes the loan payments. 
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Projects Committee: T} Sheffield , KL7TS, reports that field Day costs will be covered in the 
August Board meeting. There are no new projects in July. The ECCP account is closed. The 
club was donated a pneumatic mast which was last used in the 2012 Field Day. It needs a re- 
ceiver hitch that will allow it to tilt back. The board discussed the use of a headache rack or a 
roll bar, and/or an upright stand. Costs would be $1650.00 for an upright stand, $250.00 for the 
headache bar, and $200.00 for a roll bar. The Board voted unanimously to authorize $2500.00 
for the above expenditures. 


VE Committee: There was no VE report. 


Membership: Fred Erickson, KL7FE, reported that membership is slow. There are approxi- 
mately 230 members in AARC, including two new members from Girdwood. Fred discussed his 
possible resignation as membership chairman sometime in the future. 


By-Laws: The Board will receive a comparison copy of the Rules of Procedures, containing a 
minor change under grants, before the next Board meeting. The best way to add the Rules of 
Procedure to the By-Laws will be considered at a later date. The membership will vote on the 
Rules of Procedure. 


ARES: There was no ARES report. 


Old Business: The change of venue and date for the AARC general meeting was tabled until 
the next Board meeting. 


CCV Sale: A discussion about selling the CCV was held. One person has made an offer, but the 
offer was low. The CCV will need to be moved soon. 


Elections: Board member Eric Thompson, N6SPP, has resigned since he will be leaving the 
State. Paul Spatzek’s term of office as board members ends in December. 


Election procedures: As allowed by club By-Laws, were discussed by the Board. Lara will an- 
swer questions regarding elections at the August 7 General Meeting. 


Meeting topics: Activities chairman, David Heimke, needs more topics for the September Gen- 
eral Meeting, in addition to the nominations. 


Old equipment: The South Anchorage repeater is gathering dust and the Mat-Su equipment is 
not working. Jim Wiley has some cans he is willing to sell for the 146.87/27 machine. Lil Marvin 
also has some duplexers that she would love to see grow some legs and permanently walk 
away. 


Pickup trucks: Some club members have offered to swap their newer Ford F350 for the club’s 
older 1998 ford F150, which has been used for numerous events. The current owners have a 
sentimental attachment to the F350 and would like to see it go to a good home. The newer 
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truck has many assets including a larger classified hitch, factory winch and brush-guard, 2 sui- 
cide doors, 4-wheel drive, automatic brakes, AC, power steering, cruise control, power seats, tilt- 
ing wheel, and many others. It is a 7.2 liter diesel turbo with 87,000 miles. It also has a class 5 
hitch and superior towing and payload capacity. The current owners have offered to have it pro- 
fessionally detailed. No actual money would be exchanged. The newer truck would need ama- 
teur radio paraphernalia.

“Alaska ARES and the Alaska Native Medical Center have in joint effort stood up a 
HF Remote Messaging System (HF RMS) in Anchorage. This system provides HF Radio 
Email Service to the area. In an emergency this system will provide digital email capabili- 
ties if we lose the Internet. It is designed to accept connections from Amateur Operators 
who are using either PacLink or Airmail software and a Pactor 1-3 capable Terminal Mode 
Controller (TNC). If the Internet is lost to the area the RMS will forward messages to an- 
other RMS over HF Radio. Being HF Radio based, the coverage area is quite large. While 
it is intended for intra-Alaska use we have stations from as far away as Arizona using the 
HF RMS to pass email traffic to the internet on occasions. 


ARES and the AARC also host two VHF RMSs which provide Radio to Email service on VHF 
Radio in the Anchorage area. One of those RMSs is linked to the Internet via the AARC’s 
Hughesnet Satellite Internet Service.
